COLTON—“! represent a vanishing breed of 
Catholic priests: Look at us carefully. You are looking 
at.an example of a dinosaur.” 


The dark-eyed twinkle that was expected even with 
this. uncharacteristically somber remark never 
showed itself. Instead, Father Michael Keane, 
Immaculate Conception’s first and only pastor since 
1943, remained unsmiling for several minutes while 
he described an ecclesiastical “twilight zone” in 
which he and others like him graze. 


At age 66, the active, gray-haired Irishman is not 
about to be put out to pasture. Not yet. But he doesn’t 


fear retirement and thinks priests ought to be ready 


to step down before they burn out. 


FATHER KEANE isn’t the oldest priest in the San 
Bernardino diocese, except in terms of longevity ata 
single parish. By the time a policy on tenure was 
adopted three years ago, he had already been at the 
same assignment for 33. years. 

“They had to invoke the grandfather clause in my 

case,” he said. 
~” The twilight zone of which Father Keane spoke is 
that era between the “old” (pie -Vatican Il) and the 

“new” church. 

Being in that dimly lighted space is the: ‘greatest 

disappointment of Raines Keane's 41 eats asa 


he ead: “If you want to know why priests leave the: 


church, it's discouragement, giving up. It’s the 
. feeling of climbing uphill with a load on my back and 


slipping down. It’s constantly swimming upstream.” : 
He said lack of encouragement, especially from © 


bishops (“the people can never be faulted; bishops 
can”) is what “the vanishing breed of dinosaurs” feel 
within the post-Vatican I] church. 


“We get very confused because of the irrational 
stubborness of the conservative and very arrogant 
righteousness of the liberal,” he said. “This force is 
there all the time, and the vast majority in between is 
constantly being rubbed by these two unbending 
extremes.” 


As an example, which he said is minor, he cited the 
question of communion in the hand. 


“1 SAY BE sensitive to both and respect the 
options, making them real options and not just lip 
service. Be sensitive to people who need to receive 
on the tongue while kneeling down and to those who 
_ to receive in the hand while standing up,” he 
sai 


Father Keane said his greatest support comes 
from his parishioners, such as those who 
volunteered their labor to build the rectory, school 


and convent. Some of them have been with him . 


since he first arrived at St. Bernardine, San 
Bernardino, from Sligo, Ireland, in 1938. 


Father Keane misses the sense of fraternity which’ 


he found as a young priest. He misses the times 
when “everyone believed the same as you.” He is 
uncomfortable around priests “in beards, a shirts 
and shorts.” 


He added that he admits that’s an irrational 
attitude.

Msgr. Patrick O'Neill

SAN DIEGO—The pioneer priest held services first 
in an airplane hangar at Montgomery Field and then 
on a rifle range at the Linda Vista armory building. 


Almost a quarter of a century later, Msgr. Patrick 
O'Neill looked out across the ten-and-a-half-acre 
knoll surrounded by canyon in the Serra Mesa area 
where St. Columba Church, convent and school are 
now located. 


Msgr. O'Neill, 63,is one of the last in a generation 
of priests who watched the community grow and 
change over the years. 


HE HAS MARRIED children he baptized and 
buried those to whom he had given communion 
each Sunday. 


Msgr. O'Neill has been pastor of St. Columba 
parish since 1955, longer than any other priest inthe 
San Diego diocese has been at a single parish. 


“Priests today don’t stay within the same parish for 
very long. Why | used to know priests who had been 
with their parish for 40 years,” recalled Msgr. O'Neill. 


In 1976 a diocesan policy restricting tenure to a 


maximum of nine years was implemented. The.

_MSGR. O'NEILL was ordained “eh 1, 1945, in 


Bismarck, N.D., and assigned to the San Diego — 


diocese that same year. 


“| left North Dakota right after the terrible 
blizzards. | packed all miy earthly belongings into an 
old Ford and came out west,” Msgr. O'Neill said. 


“| knew nothing at all about this place. | remember 
driving through here when there were fields in La 
Jolla and cattle grazing.” 


In 1955, he received his assignment to St. 
Columba. The beginnings of the parish were meager. 


“We had a temporary church each Sunday. Weset 


up pews, confessionals, and an altar for mass,” said 


the priest. 


THE SMALL PARISH armed itself with hammers 
and saws and set to work to build their church. 


“The parishioners all came out here when they 
were free to help, mostly on weekends,” recalled 
Msgr. O'Neill. 


More than 3,100 hours were logged bulldozing, 
sawing and plastering under the hot San Diego sun. 


“The bishop's office informed us we had gotten 
more for the building dollar in that first year than any 
other parish because of all the help,” he added. 


IN SEPTEMBER 1958, three years after his 
appointment, the parishioners packed up the priest 
and his pews for the last time and moved me their 
new church. 


“4t’s a grand church because we did it ourselves. It 
was a magnificent group of people who built this 
church,” he said. 


“There's a great deal of pride here,” he added. 


“Our own sweat is in this place.”

WASHINGTON—A $500,000 goal for the - annual 


national fund drive to be held Oct. 7 to support Catholic . 


Church activities in the black community was announced 
here by Brother Cyprian |.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua—The Nicaraguan Confederation 
of Religious (CONFER) said it has appealed to churches in 
Europe for more help to avoid starvation for thousands of 
Nicaraguans after the ravages of the civil war. 


NEW YORK—The National Council of Churches’ Office 
on Christian-Jewish Relations and the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations issued a set of guidelines for 
Christian-Jewish worship services. The result of a June 
symposium sponsored by the two groups, the guidelines 
offer local churches and.synagogues direction in initiating 
interfaith worship. 

PRINCETON,N.J.—After continuing an extensive 
examination of the doctrine of justification, leading U.S. 
Lutheran and Catholic theologians concluded a four-day 
session with agreement that more study and discussion 


are necessary before a joint formulation on the subject can. 


be made. 


WASHINGTON—Another effort to reach agreement on 
federal funding of abortion failed Sept. 24 when the Senate 
voted 57-31 to insist on its Medicaid abortion-funding 
language. The vote came after a House-Senate conference 
committee, which is deadlocked again this year on the 
abortion-funding controversy, decided to send the House 
version back to the Senate for another vote. 


SAN SALVADOR, E| Salvador—As Archbishop Oscar 
Romero of San Salvador defended citizens “in church 
garb” from suspicion as subversives, other bishops 
blamed priests and nuns for spreading violence by joining 
citizens’ protest movements. 


OTTAWA—An attempt to stop abortions at two Ottawa 
city hospitals‘was set’ back when the Supreme Court of 
Ontario concluded that independent legal rights begin at 
birth, not conception. 


GWELO, Zimbabwe-Rhodesia—An amnesty campaign 
launched by Methodist Bishop Abel Muzorewa’s 
administration in Zimbabwe-Rhodesia has cost the ruling 


party many lives since its inception a little more than a 


month ago.

TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras—The Honduran Supreme 
Court sentenced to 20 years of forced labor Mel Zelaya, a 
landowner, and army officers Enrique Chinchilla and 
David Artica for the 1975. killing of two priests, two lay, 
helpers and 10 peasant leaders. 

UNITED NATIONS—The United States called on the 
United’ Nations to mount a “vigorous and large-scale 
international action” to bring relief to the starving people of 
Cambodia as one of its foremost priorities.

“We don't let them into 
our personal. life, to let 
young people see how 
priests live. We must be 
open to young people, 
inviting them in to dinner 
once in awhile and into our 
apartments and living 


rooms totalk withthem,” he- 


said. 


At Chino, Father DeLuney 
became popular with two 
young men who got into a 
habit of signaling him by 
tossing pebbles at his 
window so that he could let 
them into the church to 
pray. 

Father DeLuney labels as 
“totally -wrong” a _ recent 
survey that says young 
people are not grounded in 
spirituality and are lax, 
uncommitted to mass and 
prayer. 


“IN THIS diocese—and 
maybe we're weird—we 


have many spiritual young 


men who are praying at 18 
and 20.years of age. They're 
taking time to meditate, to 
read and pray over 
scripture,” he said. 


‘One of the ways of 
instilling asolid prayer lifein 
younger boys is the Home 
Seminary Program for 
youth from 9th through 
12th grades. 


The program provides 
one weekend a month at 
Divine Word Seminary in 
Riverside where priests and 
brothers share their lives in 
the relaxed atmosphere of 
the rustic setting. 


FATHER DELUNEY tells 
parents who think their son 
is “just too rotten to be a 
priest” that their job is to be 
the best father or mother 
they can be as a Christian 
example. 

To the young people, he 
says be the best daughter or 
son. 


His brochures show 
children playing in a 
backyard with the caption, 
“There may be a vocation 
here.” Even toddlers of 2 
and 4 cannot be discounted 
“because God knows what 
he wants for that child,” he 
said. 


THERE 1S.a current trend 
for decisions for the 
religious life to be made 
after college graduation. 
Father DeLuney thinks the 
trend is a goodone, allowing 
for more life experience. 


He was 21 when he 
entered the seminary and 
has been a priest for 10 
years. 


’ Because of the unique 
way in which he was 
called—Father DeLuney 
was a Starstruck youth from 
Minneapolis when he made 
his religious decision—he 
says,No one should think 
they are cuckoo if they 
actually hear a voice calling 
them, because that’s how it 
happened to me. But it’s 
really in your heart. God 
works through your heart.” 

ENTERING the seminary 
is not necessarily acommit- 
ment to the priesthood, he 
said. Itis atime totalk about 


it and pray about it and - 


clarify in the mind what is 
the will of God.

Moshe Yoskovich was shot to death on 
a Jerusalem street recently. He wasn’t a 
political leader or an army officer. He was a 
textile manufacturer from B'nai B’rak, a Tel 
Aviv suburb populated mainly by religious 
Jews. 


On a visit to Jerusalem, Yoskovich 
went to the Mount of Olives, where Jews 
have been buried for more than 2,500 
years, to visit the grave of one of the 
leaders of his group of Hasidism. At the 
foot of the Mount of Olives, near the Church 
of All Nations at Gethsemane, his car broke 
down. While waiting for a tow truck, he was 
shot in the head. 


The Palestine Liberation Organization 
_claimed-responsibility for the murder. 


Three days later, the PLO struck again 
in Jerusalem, taking credit for a bomb that 
went off in a crowded mall. Kami Rofeh, an 
Iranian Jew who only recently fled the anti- 
Semitic regime of Ayatollah Khomeini, was 
killed instantly; two of the 42 persons 
injured are not expected to survive. 


Although Israeli strikes into Lebanon 
have virtually halted cross-border PLO 
raids— and although many people naively 
believe that the PLO is becoming more 
“moderate” — Such bombings and killings 
by PLO agents operating inside Israel could 
make 1979 the country’s worst year for 
terrorism in more than.a decade. ; 


While terrorism marred the opening of _ 


a new year in Israel, there was also a sad

spectacle going on in Lebanon, where 
leaders of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference met with Yasir 
ae 


Less than 24 hours before the PLO 
bombing went off in Jerusalem, Rev. 
Joseph Lowery, President of the SCLC, was 
being escorted through a Palestinian camp 
by PLO officials. At one point, he reportedly 
stopped, donned an Arab headress and, 
holding a toy gun given to him by a boy, 
posed for an Associated Press photo- 
grapher. Another SCLC leader, aware of the 
possible consequences, confiscated the 
film. 


Lowery, it should be noted, is the 
successor of Rev. Martin Luther King, Jr., 
the proponent of nonviolence who became 
one of.the greatest moral forces in 
American history. 


Another black leader, .Rev. Jesse 
Jackson, planned to meet with Arafat last 
week. Before leaving for the Middle East, 
Jackson demonstrated both insensitivity 
anda grasp on reality when he said he 
hoped to “get the PLO off their extermina- 
tion kick.” 


No one questions the right of any 
American to speak out on foreign affairs or 
to meet with foreigners that government. 
officials, for sound policy reasons, avoid. 
Senators Baker, McGovern and Mathias 
have all met with Arafat, as have a few 


House members. Other Americans, black 


——y 


and white, have met with Arafat or urged a 
change in U.S. policy toward the PLO. 


Though many people object to such 
meetings and positions, few see them as 
tantamount to endorsing the PLO’s designs 
against Israel. 


But there is a big difference between 
talking to PLO officials and locking arms 
with them and singing ‘‘We Shall 
Overcome,” as the SCLC leaders did. Do 
they have any illusions about how the PLO 
intends to “overcome” Israel? 


If they have any doubt, perhaps they 
should speak to the families of Moshe 
Yoskovich and Kami Rofeh.

The inferiority complex cannot be 
blamed on astronomy, or because it has 
been discovered the earth is no longer the 
center of the universe. 

The fact is that as the earth shrank, the 
ego increased. Most people are not victims 
of an inferiority complex, but rather the 
cause of it. 


FOR ONE REASON, he is constantly 
comparing himself with others: he is not

’ be; he is not as good in athletics as O.J.

GOD HAS GIVEN different gifts to- 


different people. There is no basis for 
feeling inferior to another who has a 
different gift. 


Once it is realized we shall be judged by 
the gifts we have received, and not by the 
gift we have not, one is completely 
delivered from a sense of false inferiority. 
The prouder a man is, the more he thinks 
he deserves; and the more he thinks he 
deserves, the less he really deserves. 

We should be grateful sometimes that 
we are not on top, for on judgment day the 
cruelest words that can be spoken will be 
to the man who got all he wanted—“you 
have already had your reward.”

Through his involvement in the 
missionary apostolate, Bishop Richard 
Ackerman endeavored to impress upon 
Catholics that no baptized person is 
completely excluded from the task of 
preaching. 

It is binding on all men and women, 
children and adults, each in his proper 
manner, each according to the conditions 
of his life and each within the framework of 
the church. 


RICHARD ACKERMAN was born in 
Pittsburgh, Pa., on Aug. 30, 1903. He 
studied at Duquesne University prior to 
beginning studies for the priesthood atthe 
Holy Ghost Novitiate in Connecticut. 


He took final vows with.the Holy Ghost 
Fathers on April 18, 1926, and was 
ordained to the priesthood on Aug. 28, 
1926, at Norwalk, Conn. 


The then Father Ackerman’s earliest 
years in the ministry were. engaged in 
teaching philosophy at Saint Mary 
Seminary in Norwalk. In 1929 he was 
appointed assistant national director for 
the Holy Childhood. 


LATER HE HELD pastoral assignments 
at Saint Benedict. the Moor parish, 
Pittsburgh, and St. Mary parish, Detroit. In 
1940, he returned to Pittsburgh as

Q: In Denver last week the Episcopalians 
voted to keep both their old and new 
prayerbooks for worship. Why didn’t we do 
the same when Vatican II ordered new 
changes? 


A: According to news reports, the 
Episcopalian convention voted in favor of 
the new book of common prayer while 
granting limited use to the 1928 version. 
One of.the restrictions was that they are 
not to be used simultaneously. 


In our church it was authoritatively 
decided otherwise: the new rite of mass 


was introduced by stages and the Triden-. 


tine rite was abrogated. It could be argued 
that perhaps there would have. been less 
dismay and bitterness if our “old” (which 
actually is not terribly old) and “new’ rites 
had been allowed to exist simultaneously, 
or if at least an option were given. The 
bishops of the United States recognized 
this when they said: 


“Now is the time for healing. We realize 
that in the renewal process some—clergy

For the next 16 years, Father Ackerman 
directed nationwide campaigns aimed at 
forming in the hearts of Catholic youth a 
desire to participate in the missionary 
apostolate of the church at home and 
abroad.

POPE PIUS XII named Father Ackerman 
to the titular See of Lares and auxiliary 
‘bishop of San Diego on April 6, 1956. He 
was ordained to the episcopacy on May 
22, 1956. 


During his years in San Diego, Bishop 
Ackerman served as pastor of Holy Trinity 
parish, El Cajon, from 1956 to 1957, and 
diocesan vicar general from 1956 to 1960. 


On April 6, 1960, he was transferred to 
Kentucky as. the seventh bishop of 
Covington, a 17,286-square-mile 
jurisdiction comprising some 100,000 
Catholics. He retired from that post last 


year at the age of 75. 


and laity alike—have been hurt. There are 
those who were hurt simply by the 
phenomenon of change, the removal of 
the familiar and the uncertainty of the 
untried and untested.

Privacy. After a married lifetime of 
revolving bathroom doors, you~ have 
experienced a few years of privacy and 
discovered you like it.

How do you set rules for a twenty- 
four-year old? But how can you not when 
there are younger siblings at home? Can 
the young adult stay out all night? Drink too 
much? Smoke pot? Does he have to attend 
mass? If not, does that imply to younger 
ones that such behavior is acceptable 
when they get older? 


Ambiance. What if they can’t get a job? 
What are your financial responsibilities for 
them? If you’re supporting them, do you 
have a right to demand they take a job you 
find for them? 


spender in the family has charged or 
bought with cash needed for things they 
deem more essential. 


Usually, the partner who is the worrier 
recognizes the need to assume a “don't 
“spend” stance and maintain a 24-hour 
guard on the family checkbook. 


To the person who has a compulsion to

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Pope attacks birth control, abortion, divorce 


LIMMERICK, treland 
(NC)—Pope John Paul Il 
attacked contraception, 
abortion and divorce in his 
homily at a mass in County 
Limerick Oct. 1, the last day 
of his three-day visit to 
Ireland. 


The pope also rejected 
feminist views that place 
job or career advancement 
above the values of 
motherhood. 


IN HIS broad-ranging 
homily on the laity before a 
crowd of thousands, the 
pope also warned against 
materialism and factional- 
ism. : 


He encouraged the 
people to keep their 
religious and cultura} roots, 
to protect the sacredness of 
marriage, to maintain a 
strong family and prayer 
life, to deepen religious 


_education in the home, and 


to foster vocations to the 
priesthood and religious 
life. 


Focusing most of his 
remarks on the values of 
family life, the pope said: 


“THE FAMILY is the 
primary field of Christian 
action for Irish laity, the 
place where your ‘royal 
priesthood’ is’ chiefly 


exercised. The Christian 
family has been in the past 
lreland’s greatest spiritual 
resource. 
“Modern conditions and 
social changes have 
created new patterns and 


new difficulties for family. 


life and for Christian 
marriage.” 


HIGHLIGHTS of the 
Pope’s comments included: 


—On- divorce: “Divorce, 
for whatever reason it is 
introduced, inevitably 
becomes easier and easier 
to obtain and it gradually 
comes to be accepted as a 
normal part of life. The very 


possibility of divorce in the 
sphere of civil law makes. 
stable and permanent 
marriages more difficult for 
everyone.” 


—On artificial birth 
control and abortion: “True 
love and the grace of God 
can never let marriage 
become a_ self-centered 
relationship of two individ- 
uals, living side by side for 
their own interests. Mar- 
riage must include open- 
ness to the gift of children. 
Generous openness to 
accept childrenfromGodas 
the gift to their love is the 
mark of the Christian 
couple.”

Father Keane counts among his greatest joys the 
permanency of his longtime assignment, adding 
tongue-in-cheek that the parishioners would 
“probably have a carnival to celebrate” if he were to 
be reassigned. 


“There are many joys in 41 years as a priest, but | 
don’t know of a higher point than to have one of my 
boys ordained to the episcopacy,” he said, speaking 
of Bishop Phillip F. Straling, among three of his 
former altar boys who have become priests.

- Asked if he ever guessed young Phil Straling would 


eventually become a bishop, Father Keane said “no 
way,” although he said he showed leadership ability, 
persistence and determination from the beginning. 


“After he became a priest, | knew he had episcopal 
possibilities. | never thought | would end up working 


for him. When he worked for me.as a clean-up boy | 
gave him pennies from the collection. Now | work for 
him and | give him dollars,” Father Keane laughed. 


Bishop Straling has said it was Father Keane who 
first Suggested the priesthood to him. 


FATHER KEANE in turn credits Mr. and Mrs. 
Sylvester Straling, the bishop’s parents, calling them 
“two saints of the modern world. Phil is where he is 
today because of their prayers,” he said. 


The Stralings continue to attend daily mass at the 
La Cadena Drive church where Father Keane is 
pastor. The two haven't missed a single day in Father 
Keane’s memory. 


For potential priests, Father Keane looks first for 
good character. 


“They don’t have to be goody-goody kids and could 
even be troublemakers, but if they have good 
character with a spiritual dimension, that’s what you 
look for.

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Pope John Paul I! will celebrate mass in 
our nation’s capitol on Respect Life 
Sunday, Oct. 7, as Catholic parishes 
across the country launch the eighth 
annual Respect Life Program. 


During the coming year, those involved 
in the Respect Life effort will fashion 
programs having to do with pro-life work 
and social justice; abortion in our culture 
and offering alternatives to abortion; 
ministry with handicapped persons; racial 
justice; the study of bioethical issues; and 
care for the dying. 


IN 1975, the American Catholic 
bishops, in the “Pastoral Plan for Pro-Life 
Activities” called for a balanced program 
that would blend educational efforts with 
pastoral care and the formation of public 
policy. 


Put simply, according to Father Edward 
M. Bryce, director of the Bishops’ Office 
for Pro-Life Activities, what the bishops are 
saying is that “it is necessary but not 
enough to talk about abortion or hunger or 
discrimination; it is necessary but not 
enough to denounce them vehemently as 
disrespectful of life. 


“What we must do in addition,” he said, 
“is raise our voices in the arena of 
government as credible advocates on 
behalf of life. At the same: time, we must 
extend concrete solutions that people can 
live with—not kill with or die without.” 

LAST FEBRUARY Pope John Paul II told 
members of the European Movements for 
Life that their pro-life commitment 
“consists in the first place of an intelligent

“It is expressed, furthermore, in the 
courageous stand against every form of 
attack on life, from whatever quarter it 
may come,” the pope said. “Finally, it 
takes the form of a disinterested and 
respectful offer of concrete help for 
persons who are up against difficulties 
in making their behavior conform with the 


- dictates of conscience.”

Life Committees continue to increase in 
number and effectiveness, Catholic 
schools are. integrating. Respect Life 
issues into the curriculum at all levels, and 
members of national and local Catholic 
organizations and agencies are adopting 
Respect Life concerns as part of their 
continuing programs. 


“AS THE CATHOLIC community 
continues to ask itself the question, ‘What 
can we do about the life issues?’”

“It would be a great jolt to me to be transferred 
after the tremendous amount of sacrifice,” he said.

A FAMILIAR figure on the schoolgrounds, Msgr. 
O'Neill often can be seen mingling with the children 
during recesses and the lunch hour.. 

“The children see him everyday. There's lots of 
love here,” said Reggie Harrington, a teacher at St. 
Columba. 


“I enjoy teaching the religion class,” Msgr. O'Neill 
said. “The most vital thing about attending a Catholic 
school is the lifelong impression about faith it makes 
on.the children. A sound religion program is 
important. 

“Ten years ago students accepted our religion 
without question_but today it’s difficult because we 
are fighting the spirit of secularism,” he said.

Father Rudolph Mascarelli, then 
superior in Peru and Bolivia had 
ample use for the plane in the remote 
areas of the country and asked for a 
volunteer to take flying instruction. 


Father Gene, still in language 
school, was prevailed upon to 
“volunteer.” Being a man of courage 
“as well as taith, ne went on to achieve

his pilot's license. According to Father 
George Emerson, director of the 
society, Father Gene is now an 
“accomplished bush pilot with only 
minor accidents to mar his record.” 


‘IN A “PARISH” which covers many 
miles and a large number of 
settlements, the plane is vital for his 
ministry. Without it it would. be 
difficult, if not impossible to 
effectively service the scattered 
communities. 

Father Gene approaches the towns 
in his area only at the invitation of the 
people. His first objective always is to 
bring the inhabitants to elect a 


“religious leader’ from among | 


themselves. 


Leaders are then trained as 
catechists and serveas the focal point 
for the religious tife of the community. 
In the absence of the priest, the 
leaders. are the presence of the 
church and instruct people in the 
faith and lead them in prayer. 

When will the flying missionary 
return to his home diocese and 
friends? He has already served 17 
years in South. America. Perhaps 
when our diocesan priests exchange 
their garages for hangars nd flit 
around their parishes in Cessnas or 
Piper Cubs!
